NDER the regulations of the Federal Anti-Narcotic Act which becomes effective 
March 1 — eleven days hence — the druggist must either keep a separate file 
d of prescriptions filled under this Act and preserve them for a period of not less 
' than two years, or, if he files such prescriptions in his general prescription file, he must 
| keep a RECORD BOOK which will show the number of the prescription, 
_the name and address of the phy sician or surgeon and the name 
'and address of the person for whom such prescription was 
_ filled. Druggists generally agree that the simpler and easier way is to file the 
_ prescriptions and keep a Record Book of these sales. 
The law likewise requires each Physician, Dentist or Veterinary Surgeon who 
| dispenses or distributes (at his office) any of the drugs and preparations which come 
_ within this Law, must keep a Record Book which shows: (1) the date that such drug 
_ is dispensed or distributed; (2) what quantity dispensed or distributed in each case, 
- and (3) the name and residence of the patient.

THE ANTI-NARCOTIC LAW 








The March number of the Pharima- 
ceutical Era will contain everything that 
is available concerning the new Federai 
Anti-Narcotic law and its enforcement. 
The law itself will be reprinted, as well 
as the regulations so far issued by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Among the features will be a list of 
drugs, chemicals, and official prepara- 
tions covered by the law, and also a list 
of general pharmaceutical and proprie- 
tary preparations affected by the Act. 
We recommend earnestly a_ careful 
reading of the Era’s March number by 
all druggists. 


FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 





All business, large or small, of an in- 
terstate character, will be affected by the 
Federal Trade Commission law which 
will take effect as soon as President 
Wilson names, and the Senate confirms, 
the five commissioners who are to exe- 
cute it. These commissicners will serve 
seven years at $10,000 a year, and they 
must not engage in any other busmess 
vocation, or employment. The commis- 
sion will assume the functions of the 
present Bureau of Corporations and its 
principal office will be in Washington. 
It is empowered and directed to “pre- 
vent persons, partnerships, or corpora 
tions, excepting banks and common car- 
riers, subject to the act to reculate Com- 
merce, from using unfair methods of 
comnetition in Commerce.” 

Where it believes that unfair methods 
are being used it must serve upon the 
offender a complaint containing the 
charge and setting a time for a hearing 
not sooner than thirty days after filing 
the complaint. The defendant has the 
right to appeal and show cause why ati 
order should not be issued compelling 
the abandonment of the practice men- 
tioned in the complaint. If the Commis- 
sion decides that the methods com- 
plained of are illegal, the defendant 








must be served with an order directing 
him to desist from such methods of 
competition. If he does not obey the 
order, the Commission may appeal to 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for its enforcement, and any order 
of the Commission may be reviewed by 
the same court upon the petition of the 
defendant. 

Probably the courts will be called 
upon to settle the many points of doubt 
which surround the statute. No busi- 
ness man should fail to keep himself well 
informed concerning the proceedings 
before, and the rulings of the Commis- 
sion.

BEAUTY AIDS BANNED 





A bill was introduced in the Kansas 


legislature last week forbidding women | 


under forty-five years of age to wear ear 
adornments or treat their faces with 
cosmetics “for the purpose of creating a 
false impression.” Any woman found 
guilty of violating the statute, upon con- 
viction, will be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and subject to a fine. Face powder, per- 
fume, false hair, and bleaching materials 
for the hair are among the articles 
enumerated in the list of things women 
are forbidden to use. 

We consider the fact that such a mea- 
sure could be seriously considered in 
Kansas, or any other State, the most 





effective argument yet advanced in fayor 
of woman’s suffrage. When mere man 
attempts to tell woman what she shall 
wear and how she shall adorn herself 
he is undertaking a task from which the 
bravest shrink in dismay. It will be ob- 
served that the statute is aimed only at 
women under forty-five years of age; 
therefore, to plead exemption, a woman 
must of necessity confess to more than 
forty-five years. Thus the bill is made 
to include practically the entire sex. Few 
women ever get by the forty mark, 

So far no bill providing for the abo- 
lition of germ-laden whiskers has been 
introduced in the Kansas law making 
bodies, although such legislation prob- 
ably is more needed in that state than 
anywhere else. 


THE POTASH SITUATION 





Not a little interest centers in the 
potash situation, particularly in the 
classes of potash known as fertilizers, 
These are muriate of potash, sulphate of 
potash, kainit and manure salts, the 
value of which as soil food is dependent 
upon their content of K,O. The muriate 
usually yields about 50 per cent of K,O; 
the sulphate 48 per cent; kainit 12% per 
cent, and manure salts 20 per cent. On 
these bases the yearly supply of K,O is 
176,354 tons, as against 228,757 tons in 
1913, and 226,722 tons in 1912. 

The decrease in imports of potash 
salts extends to other groups used in the 
chemical and other manufacturing in- 
dustries. Carbonate of potash fell from 
21% million pounds in 1913 to 16 million 
pounds last year; nitrate of potash from 
10 million to 2% million pounds; caustic 
potash from 8% million to 7% million 
pounds, and other salts excepting cyana- 
mid from 6 million to 5 million pounds. 
Cyanamid of potash slightly increased 
from 1 million to about 1 million and % 
pounds. The aggregate value of potash 
salts and fertilizer materials imported 
into the United States in the calendar 
year 1914 was 38% million dollars as 
compared to 47 million dollars in the 
preceding year. Nitrate of soda de- 
creased in value of imports from 21% 
million to 15%4 million dollars, and sul- 
phate of ammonia increased from 4 mil- 
lion to 4% million dollars. 

There are indications that the German 
embargo on potash will be somewhat re- 
laxed in the near future unless some un- 
toward circumstances should arise im 
the shipping situation.

Busy and the Shipping Congestion 
Diminishing—Cod Liver Oil Held 
at 110@120s. per Barrel—Potas- 
sium Permanganate Higher.

Lonpon, Fes. 17—The home market is 
quiet and export business fair, makers of 
medicinal products being busy and shipping 
congestion in London diminishing. 

Cod liver oil is held at 110@120s per 
barrel c.i.f., risk extra. Potassium perman- 
ganate is higher at 110s per cwt. 
leaves are in demand with auction bidding 
reflecting higher prices and ranging from 
4i4d to 8d; shipments are expected. 

Ipecacuanha at auction is lower, Johore of 
rather poor quality fetching from 12s 10d 
to 13s 2d per pound; Mattogrosso is well 
maintained at 16s@17s; Cartagena is neg- 
lected at 9s. Alum has advanced, 17£ 17s 
6d per ton being asked. 

(Later) ‘Mercurials have advanced 4d 
per pound. 


London Letter 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DruGc MARKETS) 

Lonpon, Fes. 6—The scheme for a 
state-aided combination to establish the 
aniline dye industry in this country is 
not working smoothly. ‘The opposition to 
the proposals in their present form in 
Manchester and elsewhere has become so 
strong that it is not likely that they can 
be carried through without very substan- 
tial alterations. 

The closing of the German market shuts 
off something approximating 90% of the 
normal consumption of dyes of this coun- 
try, and it is unreasonable to imagine that 
the output of the colossal German industry 
can in any way be attained by a new 
British enterprise in six months or even 
two years. It may therefore be safely 
predicted that a prolonged period of 
scarcity and high prices must be reckoned 
with in this country, as however success- 
ful the projected national undertaking may 
prove to be, it will be impossible to make 
up the inevitable shortage. The only 
plan likely to meet with any success will 
probably take the shape of an annual 
grant in aid, in some quarters placed at 
$2,500,000 extended over a number af 
years. A protective duty would not only 
incur the prompt opposition of a free trade 
House of Commons but lead to simultane- 
ous demands by other manufacturing in- 
terests similarly affected by German com- 
petition. The opportunity is ripe for prompt 
action, and, if availed of in this manner, 
has every prospect of success. In the 
meantime we must rely upon present ex- 
isting works to combat the crisis which 
will be upon us in about six months time 
and save us from a further prolonged 
Period of enforced Khaki and drab.

taken by the Government the prices of 
foodstuffs may reach famine prices. In 
some cases rates have advanced as much as 
300 to 400%. The government has al- 
ready assumed control of the railways, and 
has requisitioned the merchant ships needed 
for the service of the fleets. It is now 
time that it should requisition all British 
shipping on similar terms, insuring to the 
owners an adequate return on the capital 
represented and to the nation the knowl- 
edge that every British ship is being so 
employed throughout the oceans of the 
world as to give the people the full econo- 
mic benefit of our naval supremacy. Dear- 
er labor and coals together with demur- 
rages in port may account for a part of the 
advance, but cannot be put forward in 
palliation of today’s enormous inflation. 
The necessities of our government and the 
Allies in tonnage are far greater than is 
generally known and the excessive profits 
which the unrequisitioned ships are now 
earning are mainly owing to the undue 
advantage taken of the removal of this 
competitive British tonnage by the govern- 
ment. We also, by the way, hear com- 
plaints of irregular charges being made by 
the liners’ offices on your side in that they 
ring the changes upon weight (or measure- 
ment) and ad valorem rates on successive 
shipments so that the importer here who 
purchases f.o.b. is unable to ascertain his 
cost in advance and suffers considerably 
when ad valorem rates are incidentally en- 
forced without precedent. An emphatic 
protest by the exporter at time of ship- 
ment frequently succeeds in adjusting such 
points, as it is a decided deterrent to trade. 


GERMAN DRUG MARKETS 


Castor Oil, Glycerin, Saltpetre, Tar- 
taric Acid and Turpentine Scarce 





The following notes chiefly refer to the 
Hamburg and Berlin markets under date 
of January 4 and 5: 

AGAR-AGAR is scarce, fair strips having 
been sold at from M430 to M440 per 100 
kilos. 

BatsAMs—Copaiba is dull at from M2.50 
to M4 per kilo. Tolu is a trifle more in 
demand at unchanged prices. 

Borax AND Boric Acrw—Makers are 
able to meet the demand, but only for lim- 
ited quantities, and during the war no con- 
tracts are being executed. 

CALABAR BEANS—In slight demand at 
from M260 to M265 per 100 kilos. 

CEDARWOOD Orr—Small quantities are of- 
fered at M165 per 100 kilos. 

Crrric Acip is easier, prices having been 
reduced to M490 to M500 per 100 kilos 
for second-hand stocks. 

CoNDURANGO has been neglected for a 
lengthy period, and the price remains un- 
altered at M80 per 100 kilos. 

Ercot—Quiet, with practically no de- 
mand, though the stocks are extremely 
small. Russian, as well as Spanish, is ob- 
tainable at M675 per 100 kilos. 

Fats AND O1s (Fixed)—Prices are prac- 
tically unchanged from those given at the 





end of December. Castor is very high, 
with first-pressing offering at M250 and 
second-pressing M245 per 100 kilos, only 
a few barrels being available. 

FisH-GLUE—Russian has become very 
scarce and dearer, and further supplies are 
not expected. First Salianski is offered at 
M34 to M35 and Beluga at M32 to M33. 
Good Brazil is quoted M3.50 and Trinidad 
M6.50 to M7 per kilo. 

GLYCERIN—Business is prohibited except 
under permit of the War Council. Values 
appear to have reached their highest, and 
will probably not advance further; from 
second-hands c.p. 28° can be bought at 
M280 per 100 kilos. 

IrtsH Moss has considerably advanced 
in price since the outbreak of war; fair is 
offered at from M85 to M90 per 100 kilos, 
and other qualities at from M50 to M70. 

Kota is firm, but the demand has dimin- 
ished; good bright whole nuts have been 
sold at M140 and halves at M130 to M135 
per 100 kilos. Prices have a tendency to 
advance as the stocks become smaller. 

LocorpopruM—A small business has been 
done at M640 per 100 kilos in bags and 
M650 in cases. 

Ma.t—No permission has yet been given 
for exports from Austria-Hungary to Ger- 
many, but manufacturers hope to be able 
to begin business in February. 

Mint Om—Japanese quiet, but firm, at 
M13.50 per kilo. 

Musk-root has been in active demand, 
and with small stocks prices have already 
advanced to M170 to M175 per 100 kilos. 

Resins—Renewed imports of Mastich 
have led to a reduction, and at the source 
of origin it can be had at about the same 
price as previous to the war. There is 
now less demand, and M15 to M17 per kilo 
will buy, while for shipment it is much 
cheaper, and a price below M10 is expect- 
ed. Sandarac is steady and in active de- 
mand; fair pale tear has been sold at M190 
to M200 per 100 kilos. 

SALTPETRE—The maximum price is M240 
per ton; business can only be done through 
the Kriegsch2mikalien Aktiengesellschaft. 

TarTARIC ACID is scarce and firm at 
from M285 to M290 per 100 kilos, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

TURPENTINE (Venetian)—An Innsbruck 
(Tyrol) dealer, in his report, states that the 
bulk of the collectors are at the war, and 
for this and other reasons a very small 
quantity has been collected. Moreover, the 
stocks of the preceding year were small; 
supplies are being kept for Austrian and 
German consumption, as the export is 
prohibited. 

Waxes—Bees’ dull, Chilian and Brazil- 
ian offering at M370, East African M345; 
Madagascar M335, and East Indian M325 
per 100 kilos. Carnauba is quite neglected, 
and Japanese is quoted M192.50 to M195 
per 100 kilos. 


FOREIGN SOAPS ARE EASIER 





Shipments of French and English soaps 
are being received regularly in this market 
and the situation governing them is dis- 
tinctly easier. Several of the higher priced 


brands which were marked up _ sharply 
soon after war was declared, have been cut 
down and are now just a little above what 
they were normally. 

The same conditions govern imported 
toilet articles and face creams and prepa- 
rations, 
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New York Markets 


What practically amounted to two holi- 
days—Lincoln’s Birthday falling on a Fri- 
day made Saturday an extremely dull day 
—in the last week caused a temporary lull 
in the improved business which has been 
noted since the beginnine of the new year. 
It is expected this lethargy in the market 
will continue this week, as Washington’s 
birthday falls on Monday next, and there 
are indications that next Saturday will be 
duller than even half holidays usualiy are 

That the depression over Lincoln’s Birth- 
day and Saturday was not permanent, 
seemed to be indicated by the resumption 
of business on a brisk scale on Monday 
last. Mails, especially from two and three 
day distances were very heavy and jobbers 
and brokers asserted that sales on Monday 
and Tuesday are almost heavy enough to 
make up for the lost time in last week. 

Just now the general drug market—along 
with all other markets and ali other busi- 
nesses and industries—seems to be awaiting 
the final outcome of Uncle Sam’s wordy 
dispute with England, regarding the misuse 
of the American flag, and with Germany, 
regarding her proposed blockade of Gréat 
Britain and France. It is 1ealized that the 
questions are of vital import to Americans 
and to American business 

Tomorrow is the day set by the German 
Admiralty for the blockade of the British 
Isles and France to become effective. Just 
what measures will be taken is what in- 
terests the importing and exporting houses 
here and the dealers in all foreign made 
goods. It is felt that Germany must have 
some base for her threat, and although it 
is not believed she can actually blockade the 
coast lines, it is feared that raiding sub- 
marines and destroyer squadrons may work 
havoc in the Allies’ trade and send many 
more freighters to the bottom—leaving still 
fewer available and sending freight rates 
and war risks still higher. 

Meantime there has been no let up in the 
buying of American supplies by English 
and French agents on this side of the At- 
lantic. If the Allies have any fears for 
the German blockade, they do not betray 
their presence. The pressure arising from 
foreign inquiry is beginning to make itself 
felt on all goods now, and many articles 
which are made abroad and imported here, 
are being garnered by representatives of 
the Allies for reshipment, back to where 
they came from. 

Domestic demand, although lighter than 
the jobbers would have it, still is firmer 
and more steady than evr and indicates 
that small dealers as well as large manu- 
facturers are stocking up. 

One of the most encouraging signs of 
the times today is the indisposition of con- 
sumers to create, or be an accessory to, 
another panic. Holders of stocks which 
are scarce and which have occasional flur- 
ries in price, declare that once an article 
starts going up it means that demand will 
fall off entirely and that soon they will 
have to mark it down again. They be- 
lieve that the small dealers and retailers 
are studying trade papers and the various 
published price lists to acquaint them- 
selves with general conditions, and that on 
reports that there is a concerted demand 
for an article which is forcing it skyward, 











they resolve to have nothing to do with it 
at the time. As a result the demand falls 
away and the article is left stranded; or 
else holders of stocks decide to conserve 
what small amounts are left. An admira- 
ble example of this feature is the case of 
lycopodium. A few weeks ago every drug- 
gist seemed to want lycopodium. ‘The re- 
port spread that there was a serious short- 
age; that all spots soon would be wiped 
away and that this market would be be- 
reft of the article until after the war had 
ended. Instantly prices jumped, from a 
range of 75@80c lycopodium leaped up- 
ward to $1 and‘then to $1.10. Soon some 
dealers were asking $1.25 and it is said 
one sale was made at $1.35. But the stam- 
pede stopped right there. Consumers and 
users evidently decided not to buy at those 
prices. The cessation of buying was so 
complete that now, after a few weeks of 
inactivity, dealers have been forced to 
mark stocks down under a dollar to move 
them, and with 95c quoted they are finding 
it difficult to make sales. 

Cod liver oil continues as the strongest 
individual feature of the market, not less 
than $30 a barrel is considered in this mar- 
ket now, as a general thing, and there are 
indications that this price will soar before 
long. The indifference and independent 
attitude of holders which reflects the same 
spirit held by Norwegian refiners makes it 
seem certain that high prices will rule 
this winter on the fish oil. However, first 
reports of the catch by Norwegian boats 
indicated that the crop caught this year 
will not be smaller than last year’s and 
probably will exceed it. The first month’s 
catch was considerably larger than that of 
1914. Germany now is buying cod liver 
oil heavily, and it is reported that a raid 
last week cleaned out nearly all spot stocks 
held there. France continues to buy in 
New York and English agents also are 
shipping much goods to Canada. 

Orrum—Another cut is noted in the 
price of opium gum this week, the new 
figures being $8.30, which is a reduction 
of 20c. This apparently is only a curtain 
raiser to a bigger drop as it is reported 
that gum is being offered privately at $8 
and that “no reasonable offer refused” is 
the phrase that covers the situation. At 
prevailing prices, opium is lower than it 
has been since the war, and well it might 
be, apparently as there is more on hand in 
this country than there ever was before 
according to experts who have kept tabs 
on it. And that is not all—more is coming 
and still more is promised. Domestic de- 
mand is naturally very light and the buy- 
ing is limited strictly to what is actually 
needed by dealers. This is only natural in 
a market where a man can almost figure 
that the longer he holds off the cheaper he 
will get it. “By the Fourth of July they 
will be paying me to take gum opium off 
their hands,’ a small dealer wrote to his 
broker here, when that worthy urged him 
to load up on the gum now when it is 
cheap. It is said that much gum is being 
bought here and shipped to Canada, but 
this is not credited to any extent as the 
market indicates that little is being bought 
and shipped anywhere. Powdered and 
granular are unchanged at $10 and $10.50 
respectively. 

MorPHINE—It is so long since there has 
been any activity in morphine that one 
grows accustomed to the old range of prices. 
In bulk it is $4.95@5.05 as usual, and do- 
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mestic dealers rely entirely on foreign 
business to keep them going. The do- 
mestic demand is light as a whisper and 
gives no promise of picking up in the near 
future. Students of the situation are at a 
loss to explain this as there has not been 
any concerted buying since the war began, 
Even in the August-September panic, this 
derivative of opium failed to display the 
climbing proclivities of the gum. 

CopEINE—At $6.50@7.25, codeine also is 
unchanged as usual. Similar conditions 
exist here also, the buying by agents for 
foreign governments apparently embracing 
nine tenths of the business done. Domestic 
manufacturers apparently have buried the 
hatchet for the time, however, and there has 
been no price cutting for several months, 
It is said that makers found they could 
not persuade dealers and users to buy even 
at ‘cut rates, so they gave it up as a bad 
job and determined to stick it out along 
prevailing lines. 

QUININE—Some day, it is threatened, 
there will be a change in quinine just when 
no one expects it. But this same old threat 
has been peddled about in the market for 
many weeks and still there is no action. 
Scarcely a week has elapsed when it has 
not seemed as though the ensuing seven 
days would show a change in the situation 
surely—either that the price would be ad- 
vanced sharply, or that concessions would 
be made. But 26c in 100 oz. lots still rules 
in this market, except in one case where 
the 3lc basis still prevails. Although 
American manufacturers scoff at the sug- 
gestion that any quinine salts are being 
shipped back across the Atlantic brokers 
and second hands state that there has been 
considerable spot stock snapped up here by 
foreign agents and that more will follow 
what already has gone. This week the 
situation is firmer and no German salts are 
noted at 25%4c as was formerly the case. 
All grades command the full 26c and there 
is no disposition to make terms. 


CAMPHOR—Nothing daunts the wily 
adroit Japanese apparently. Now in face 
of the facts that (1) he already was selling 
refined camphor at a loss here and (2) an 
increase of 25% in Pacific ocean freight 
rates and (3) absolute lack of interest and 
demand in this country—after all this, he 
cuts the price again and now offers the 
article at 39%4c, leaving the American re- 
finers high and dry at a 4lc basis. The 
prevailing price for the domestic refined 
camphor is a net loss to the refiner. But 
the refiner has contracts to take so much 
of the crude from Japan, and he must take 
it and he doesn’t want stocks piling up so 
heavily that he can’t get inside his factory. 
At 41c, American refined is a loss, and at 
4ic Japan refined is a loss, too, notwith- 
standing cheaper Japanese labor—there is 
a duty and a long freight rate to pay— 
says the expert. So if the American re- 
finer will stand a loss, the Japanese will 
stand a greater one apparently and he is 
is doing everything to get all the business. 
It is said that even at the low prevailing 
narks business in camphor is poor. 

MentHor—Curiously enough menthol is 
taking a reverse course to camphor. Al- 
though the United States is about the only 
place in the world where the Japanese gov- 
ernment can get rid of this product it has 
managed so well that the price is on the 
upgrade again and now little is available 
anywhere under $3. Some odd lots are 
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offered at $2.95, however. Ten days ago 
it was being offered freely at $2.65 and 
even lower than that in certain quarters. 
The Japanese, however, started on the 
right tack with menthol. They decreased 
shipments to this country and waited for 
spots to become depleted, then they raised 
prices and still held back supplies. As a 
result the market became scared to a certain 
extent and paid more to get what was 
available. Any indication of a complete 
loss of interest on the part of buyers would 
send menthol prices tumbling again, it is 
believed. The Japanese point to the in- 
crease in ocean freight rates for the ad- 
vance in menthol. They make no answer 
when questioned why camphor is not gov- 
erned the same way. 

Cop Liver Orr—At $30 a barrel one can 
buy cod liver oil in this market. That is 
an advance of $12 a barrel over what it 
was less than two months ago, when the 
first intimations of a rise were heard. And 
that is not the end either, for it is threat- 
ened openly in Norway that the next jump 
will be $5 and that before winter is over 
we will be paying $38. The next week 
should reveal the true status in the case 
of cod liver oil. The advance was made by 
producers on their representations that 
there would be a short catch this winter 
because of the danger to fishing boats on 
account of torpedoes and mines in the fish- 
ing grounds. But although the fishing 
season is nearly two months under way 
there have been no long lists published of 
fishing boats sunk by German submarines 
or British destroyers, by mistake. There 
has even been a falling off in the loss of 
Grimsby trawlers which were going to the 
bottom with startling and alarming regu- 
larity in the first months of the war. And 
the Norwegian figures of the catch for the 
first month indicated that it was much 
larger than it was for a similar period last 
year. All in all the opinion is held here 
that the concerted demand by Germany, 
France and England and the fact that Nor- 
way is in position to ship either way, is re- 
sponsible alone for the situation. Germany 
has raided spot stocks and’ cleaned the 
shelves there, and France is howling for 
all she can get in New York. England is 
having trouble in getting shipments direct 
from Norway and may be forced to the 
expedient of trading by way of New York. 

CANTHARIDES—From a minimum of $5 
last week Russian cantharides has risen to 
a minimum of $6 this week, showing an 
advance of an even dollar. The increase is 
not going to stop at $6, according to expert 
opinion. And they see a valid excuse for 
the sharp rise. In the first place stocks of 
the Russian article are very short in this 
market and in the second place it will be 
extremely difficult for spots to be replen- 
ished here, and if they are replenished it 
will be most irregularly. There is no evi- 
dence of a stampede to buy cantharides but 
the insistence of the demand, coupled with 
shortening stocks caused dealers to mark 
up what they had on hand. It is believed 
the mark will rest at $7 before the week is 
out. Chinese blistering flies reflected the 
advance in their prototype by jumping 
from a minimum of 77¥4c to an even $i. 

Cocoa Butrer—There was a one cent 
drop in cocoa butter in bulk last week, the 
new mark being an inside figure of 33c 
against 34c as the old price. The reduction 
was caused by a falling off in demand, 
which was unexpected following the pro- 





nounced interest which had been taken for 
several weeks preceding. Wrapped fingers 
are at a 34@35c a pound basis. 


EssENTIAL Oms—Artificial almond oil 
has dropped way down in price because of 
the absolute lack of interest displayed in it 
recently. Although formerly held as high 
as $1.25, it now is available as low as 80c 
and offers of 75c are said to be acceptable. 
Bergamot has assumed a slightly wider 
range being held as high as $3.50 as to 
brand instead of $3.35. At $3.25 as a 
minimum it is unchanged, however. Fen- 
nel oil is advanced a quarter in many places 
and now is at a range of $2.25@2.50. It 
is not firm at the new mark, however. 
There seems to be a great jumble in the 
geranium oil situation, nearly every house 
having a different set of prices on Turkish, 
Algerian and Bourbon. Former figures 
seem to cover the situation as well as any 
others, however. Lemon oil is unchanged. 
Bitter orange oil is available as low as $2.00 
and the sweet is around $1.55. Safrol is 
held at 30c now, and available in large sup- 
ply at that figure. A cent is off the price 
of artificial sassafras, it being 24@26c, as a 
general thing. Artificial wintergreen is up 
a nickel, not being offered anywhere at 
less than $1.15 now. In certain quarters 
wormwood is up to $2.25 from $2. 


Carsotic Acib—Although the range in 
phenol is given as $1@1.25 none is said 
to be available at the inside figure and there 
is a growing reluctance on the part of deal- 
ers to part with any at except the smallest 
amounts at the outside mark. 

GLyYcERIN—In drums, chemically pure 
glycerin now commands 214%4@2134c and 
in cans it is a cent higher. The reduction 
follows bitter competition among domestic 
manufacturers and the report that large 
amounts are to be shipped to this country 
from Marseilles, the French government re- 
cently having issued permits for the moving 
of the stock. The dynamite and lower 
grades are in shorter supply than the C. P. 
and as a result prices on them remain un- 
changed and firm. 

SacE Leaves—One of the biggest and 
suddenest advances scored since the war 
began was made by sage leaves last week 
when overnight the stemless jumped six 
cents and the grinding the same, owing to 
the sudden realization of holders that stocks 
have become extremely limited and the 
supply from Europe is worse than uncer- 
tain. The former grade now commands 
from 20@22c and the latter from 18@20c. 
There has been a slow, steady demand for 
sage leaves for some weeks but nothing to 
warrant excitement. It is said that vir- 
tually the same volume of business con- 
tinued at the advanced prices as had been 
noted at the lower ones. 

Wax—Japan wax seems to have taken 
on a firmer undertone in the last week and 
to have scored a half cent advance, being 
priced now at 1034c instead of 10%c. A 
bullish market in the primary market is re- 
ported by cable and stocks are becoming 
short in the face of restricted exports from 
the island of production. Some holders are 
firm at llc. 

Cumin SEED—Both Morocco and Malta 
seed have advanced a cent, being marked 
19/@20c with holders determined to con- 
serve what small supplies they have on 
hand. The Malta product is practically 
shut off as far as the United States is con- 
cerned, 





OPIUM AT THE BOTTOM 





More Business and Indications of 
Increased Prices 





Opium is unchanged this week at $8.50. 
In certain quarters it is believed the nar- 
cotic has finally touched bottom, that it 
will remain where it is for a period and 
then bound up for air. The gum is being 
moved slowly in small lots, and importers 
are said to be relieved at a picking up in 
business which has been manifest for ten 
days. 

New York today is the opium centre of 
the world. It is believed there are greater 
stocks on hand than there ever were be- 
fore. This is one of the principal causes 
of the depreciation in prices. Importers 
assert, however, that there is nothing in 
this condition to cause manufacturers and 
retailers to rejoice. They believe the Allies 
soon will be buying eagerly in this market, 
and that spot stocks may be stripped al- 
most overnight. : 

Reports from Turkey indicate growing 
uneasiness among opium factors there, in 
the face of rumored embargoes against 
shipment of the gum from the Ottoman 
empire, barring even Greece and Italy from 
the business. It is said that the Sultan is 
seriously considering issuing such a decree. 

Optimists declare that with the reverses 
suffered by Turkish arms, the Porte will 
need ready money and since opium is one 
of the biggest revenue producers, it will not 
be advisable to bottle up the goods. Of 
course there is still another side to the 
story. That is that Turkish shipments 
can be interfered with materially by the 
Allies if the French and British post a fleet 
for the purpose of breaking up all Turkish 
trade and “starving out the Sultan.” 

England is obtaining all her opium from 
India. Although it is of a lower morphia 
content than the Turkish gum, it can be 
used just as well. 


QUININE SALTS FOR ENGLAND 





Some Reasons Why She Finds it 
Necessary to Buy Here 





Although many domestic manufacturers 
of quinine have scoffed at the very idea, it 
now seems absolutely certain that English 
agents are buying quinine salts for the Al- 
lies in this market. It is practically estab- 
lished that one lot of 25,000 ounces was 
shipped from here several weeks ago and 
that another lot of a similar amount prob- 
ably will be shipped some time this week. 

“Why should England buy here, either 
for herself or France or Russia, when Eng- 
land already has more cinchona bark than 
she can use; and when she has ample fac- 
tory facilities to make quinine salts, and 
also when she can obtain all the surplus 
necessary from Amsterdam, as_ does 
France?” asked the domestic makers. 


GOING WITHOUT LYCOPODIUM 





Fabulous prices on lycopodium effectually 
stifled all trading, and, as a result, dealers 
have marked their goods down again, and 
now it is available at 95c@1 whereas $1.25 
was the ruling price until this week. Buy- 
ers are evincing a determination to go 
without, regardless of how badly they need 
goods, if they think the price is too high. 
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QUICKSILVER EXPORTS 





Cause American Consumers To Lay 
In a Stock 





London is juggling with the quicksilver 
market these days and as a result there are 
a number of operators in New York city 
who are quite peeved. Because the London 
situation controls the local one like a mag- 
net does a nail, and when prices go up 
there, they do likewise here—that is un- 
less the manipulators have a reason for 
putting “reverse English” on the situation. 

Last Friday quicksilver, the 75 pound 
flasks, jumped a dollar over night, and 
were at a minimum of $56. Up to $60 was 
asked in the market. Simultaneously, 
Rothschilds price in London rose from £11 
12s 6d to £12 5s. 

It is said that the domestic business is 
picking up recently in view of the big 
export movement. For several months prac- 
tically all business done has been that of 
foreign agents buying for shipment across 
the Atlantic. It seems that American con- 
sumers are worrying a little through fear 
that a marked shortage may be felt later 
on when the $80@90 prices of the August 
panic will rule again. So they are stocking 
up now to be on the safe side. 


TONKA BEANS NOT IN DEMAND 





All grades of Tonka beans show a falling 
off in demand and a consequent weakness 
in holding price in the last week. No large 
receipts are noted and the market is not 
overstocked. An apathetic inquiry for them, 
with sales few and far between is directly 
attributable to the decrease. 

Angostura beans are now offered at $1.25 
@1.50; Para at 75@85c; and Surinam at 
90@1.00. 


VANILLA BEANS ARE EASIER 





Vanilla beans are slightly easier all 
along the line, the range for the Mexican 
whole article being $3.25@4.50, the last 
named figure being below the outside mark 
last week. Cut is listed at $2.871%4@3.40 
and Bourbon at $2.75@3.12%. 

Tahiti selected are marked at $1.95@ 
2.10. This is the first time in several 
weeks that this variety has fallen below 
the $2 mark, although it has been rumored 
that they were weakly held and that firm 
offers below asking prices would be ac- 
cepted. 


COCOA BUTTER OFF ONE CENT 





Cocoa butter eased off a cent this week, 
and now is available at 33@35c. The fing- 
ers are still held at old figures, but the de- 
mand for them is light. Nearly all cocoa 
butter consumed in this country now is of 
domestic manufacture. American makers 
have been cutting heavily into the impor- 
ters for some years, and since the war have 
grabbed all the business. It is the arrival 
of odd lots in shipments from the other side 
that causes the market to drop. The de- 
mand usually is firm and limited. 


SARSAPARILLA ROOTS 





Although Mexican sarsaparilla roots are 
unchanged at 14@15c there has been a de- 
crease in price of from 3@S5c in the quota- 
tions on Honduras root. It is available now 








in relatively large quantities at 45c and is 
being sold at 44c in certain quarters. The 
Mexican root is in ample supply but is not 
fancied in this market. 

Export inquiry has served to maintain 
the figures on the Honduras root for sev- 
eral months. It is expected that a material 
decline will be in order before long, how- 
ever. 


PRICKLY ASH BERRIES LOWER 





A concession of three cents was recorded 
in quotations on prickly ash berries last 
week, the new range being 13@16c a pound. 
Business in these berries has been dull for 
some time and large stocks have accu- 
mulated in second hands. To move them, 
dealers are willing to sacrifice them. Furth- 
er reductions are looked for inasmuch as no 
trading was stimulated by the reduction 
here noted. 


GUM ASAFETIDA ADVANCES 





Gum asafetida shoved its price mark 
along a couple of points this week. It is 
now resting easily, thanks, at a minimum 
of 35c and up to 38c is being asked in 
this market. 

It is believed here that this is 
merely the first step in a big rise due in 
asafetida. It has been inactive for several 
months due to lack of demand. The in- 
creased interest now is seasonable, how- 
ever, and any concerted buying is bound 
to send prices up as spots are very low. 


ALL MUSTARD SEEDS FIRMER 





All of the 57 varieties of mustard seed 
were firmer this week and prices were 
advanced a fraction. The range was from 
9@11c instead of from 8'%4@10c. 

Stocks are not entirely depleted, but 
business has been good in nearly all seeds 
recently and mustard seed has fallen in for 
its share of interest. Several shipments are 
reported on the way to this port. Their 
arrival is expected to ease the situation 
which has been becoming firmer for several 
weeks. 


PULSATILLA LEAVES BREAK 





Pulsatilla leaves broke sharply last week, 
being marked down to a dollar a pound in 
certain quarters. Previously as high as 
$2.50 a pound had been asked. Little 
stock had been moved at that figure, how- 
ever, and it was in order to turn over some 
spot that had been accumulating for a long 
time, that one botanical drug house made 
the concession. The cut was met quickly 
by several others in this market. Even 
such a great reduction failed to induce 
much buying, however. 


ACETPHENETIDINE FIRM 





Acetphenetidine is advanced from a basis 
of $1.40@1.50 to $2.00, at which it is very 
firm. This change was made toward the 
close of last week by the American im- 
porters. 

It is three months since acetphenetedine 
scored an advance but this jump of 60c is 
ample for the present. 

Raw materials used in its manufacture 
are blamed for the increase. It is said that 
stocks here are very low.

CANTHARIDES IN DEMAND 





The Chinese Article up About 35 
cents and Still Wanted 





In this market it is certain that articles 
in which supplies are short, and the source 
of origin of which is in a warring nation, 
are bound to go up in price. They may 
wait a month or several months before they 
advance, but eventually they will advance, 
And if supplies are cut off, they will keep 
on advancing until finally they are out of 
sight and out of stock. 


For a long time cantharides have been 
kicking around the market. Nobody wanted 
|any, nobody needed any, and although 
|shipments have been practically nil from 
| Russia and China for some months, there 
|was “nothing stirring” all along the line, 


|Dealers who held a few odd lots would 
{mark them down to an attractive price— 
|particularly in the Chinese goods—in an 
effort to move them, but no one would buy 
a pound. 

Recently, Chinese whole flies have been 
lat 77%4c and as high as 82c. It is said 
that some sales were made at 75c, but at 
the close of last week some one figured 
out the amount of imports received in New 
York in the last six months and compared 
it with the normal for six months and 
found there was a great shortage. So the 
buying movement started in that way and 
before the day was out an advance of 
from 25@35c has been scored. It would 
have been greater had more stock been 
offered too. The powdered product was 
moved up to a minimum of $1.10. 


Now everyone wants Chinese cantharides, 





TOLUOL CLOSELY WATCHED 





Perhaps the article on which Great Bri- 
tain maintains the strictest embargo is 
toluol. It is now several months since this 
coal tar product was placed on the “black 
list” and not a pound has been shipped 
since then. Agents for American concerns 
write that there is no possible chance of 
securing the release of any, and as a conse- 
quence, prices are way up. Nearly every 
larticle in which toluol or toluene is used 
‘reflects this advance, and toluol has been 
eliminated from the manufacture of several 
preparations in which it formerly appeared. 

It is estimated that the consumption of 
carbolic acid in the United States in the 
last two months has fallen off about 75% 
either through its elimination, or the sub- 
stitution of other articles for it. 

Phenol maintains its former firmness al- 
though it has not scored a material advance 
this week. This is due principally to lack 
of trading as there are few users who can 
afford, or who are forced to use_ large 
stocks at $1.25 a pound, instead of 7@8c. 


CHINESE HERE WITH OPIUM

German Agents Taking All They Can 
Buy in Norway 

Cod liver oil scored its greatest strike 
over Lincoln’s birthday advancing from a 
maximum price of $25 on Thursday to a 
maximum of $30 on Saturday. It was 
available in a few places at $28 on Satur- 
day, but an ever increasing firmness was 
manifest and it is believed it will be held 
at a minimum of $30 before the week is 
out. 

Placing of Jarge orders for cod liver oil 
by Germany in Norwegian ports is said to 
be the direct cause of the latest jump. It 
is said that German agents indicated a wil- 
lingness to pay any price to get the oil, 
and refiners there “soaked it to them.” Re- 
ports from Norway indicate that all spot 
stocks and available supplies have been 
taken over by German concerns. 

This makes a ten dollar a barrel rise in 
cod liver oil in a little less than two months. 


REHABILITATING MENTHOL 





Japan Restricting Shipments to the 
United States 





The Japanese Government in an effort 
to rehabilitate menthol is restricting ship- 
ments to this country and as a result prices 
are rising. Although the United States is 
the chief customer, the Mikado’s govern- 
ment evidently believes it is better to sell 
less for more, and thus save on freight 
rate costs. 

Up to $2.85 is being charged in this mar- 
ket now, whereas two weeks ago as much 
as one wanted could be bought for $2.50 
and in some instances for $2.45. There is 
a little available here now at $2.75. 

It is believed that it will be back 
around $3.00 shortly and that shipments 
will be restricted to keep it near that figure. 
Much menthol is being shipped direct from 
Japan to Europe by way of the Panama 
canal, 


BITTER ORANGE OIL LOWER 





A material reduction in the quotations on 
bitter orange oil is noted this week, the 
new mark being $2@2.10 instead of $2.40@ 
2.50 as it has stood for several weeks. This 
cut is in line with what is expected in 
many essential oils as the demand all 
along the line has been very light for 
weeks, 


MARSEILLES GLYCERIN HERE 





Tangled Situation Relieved by Ar- 
rivals from France 





For several weeks the situation in gly. 
cerin has been tangled and gnarled because 
of the stubborn attitude maintained by 
sellers and buyers. The trouble dates back 
a couple of months when large spot stocks 
vi dynamite grades were snapped up here 
by English agents and rushed across the 
ocean for use in the manufacture of explo- 
Sives. The raid on the spot stocks sent 
the prices up, and caused the yellow grades 
to be within a fraction of a cent of the 
Price of the chemically pure variety usually 
from 114@2c higher. The C. P. grade did 
not advance because, being in the interim 
of seasons, there was only a slight demand. 








Then the export inquiry dropped off but 
holders refused to cut prices to where they 
were on the ground that spots were ex- 
hausted and it would take some time to get 
back to a normal supply on hand again. 
As a result trading in dynamite grades fell 
away to a whisper. Dealers were asking 22c, 
on a parity with the C. P. grade or maybe 
half a cent cheaper, and those who needed 
the yellow article offered 21%4c for it. Then 
there came a period of seesawing when 
holders first urged buyers to pay 2134c and 
then buyers urged holders to accept that 
figure. They could never agree, however, 
and as a result there was almost a total 
cessation of trading in dynamite grades. 

Since the release of large stocks of all 
grades of glycerin from Marseilles, how- 
ever, the market has expected an easier 
situation. This has come true. In the last 
week shipments from the French port have 
been arrivng here and dealers soon were 
willing to unload at 21%4c. Business was 
slower than they anticipated at that price, 
however, so they lopped off another quarter 
of a cent. It is expected that this price 
will be reduced again as advices from Mar- 
seilles indicate that there is an enormous 
amount of stock on hand. All that Eng- 
land does not take will be released to the 
United States. France has placed an em- 
bargo on the export of glycerin, but permits 
are issued freely for shipment to this coun- 
try on guarantee the goods will not be ex- 
ported, 

Meantime the chemically pure is 22c in 
drums and 23c in cans and dealers report 
very light business. They say, however, 
they can afford to wait. 


CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM UP 





Spring Demand Beginning to Make 
Itself Felt 





In line with all the rest of its relatives, 
cyanide of potassium jumped to a higher 
place in the world last week. It now is 
placed at a 35c basis everywhere, with a 
few odd lots being disposed of at 33c. Ten 
days ago it was available at 28c, and just 
a little further back than that was priced 
at 25c. 

The spring demand for cyanide of po- 
tassium is beginning to make itself felt and 
it is predicted in this market that unless 
shipments are forthcoming speedily, the 
price will continue to soar. 

Sodium cyanide is held as high as 30c in 
reflection of the stiffness in potassium cya- 
nide. The domestic product cannot replace 
the potash, however, as there is not enough 
produced here to fill the demand. 


SHORTAGE IN PHENOL ACIDS 





England and France have entered into 
an agreement for the exchange of carbolic 
and salicylic acids. The London market 
has been pretty well depleted of the latter 
product and France, of course, is dependent 
on her ally for the former. So the two 
governments have arranged to trade goods. 

It is thought that this may permit the 
release of some of the French salicylic 
acid to the United States, as there is a 
growing shortage here which already has 
sent the article to a minimum price of 
$1.15 a pound. As high as $1.30 has been 
paid and most dealers are offering small 
amounts at no less than $1.25.

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CHEMISTRY IN THE U. S. 





Nearly Half a Billion Dollars In- 
vested in 2140 Concerns 





In an address before the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, in 
Philadelphia, by Dr. Wm. H. Nichols he 
said: 

“Philadelphia was the cradle of chemis- 
try in this country. What was possibly the 
first chemical society in the world was 
founded here in 1792. A few years later 
one of its members addressing the Society 
said: “The only true basis on which the 
independence of our country can rest is ag- 
riculture and manufactures. To the pro- 
motion of these, nothing tends in a higher 
degree than chemistry. It is this science 
which teaches man how to correct the bad 
qualities of the land he cultivates by a 
proper application of the various species of 
manure, and it is by means of a knowledge 
of this science that he is enabled to pursue 
the metals through the various forms thev 
put on in the earth, separate them from 
substances which render them useless, and 
at length manufacture them into various 
forms for use and ornament as we see 

em. 

“Tf such are the effects of chemistry, how 
much should the wish for its promotion be 
excited in the heart of every American? It 
is to a general diffusion of knowledge 
of this science, next to the virtue of our 
countrymen, that we are to look for the 
firm establishment of our independence. 
And may your endeavors, gentlemen, in 
this cause, entitle you to the gratitude of 
your fellow citizens!’ 

“Considering the time when these words 
were spoken, we must marvel at the vision 
of the future which must have illumined 
the mind of the speaker. If in the last 
clause he had said ‘ladies and gentlemen,’ 
it would have been complete... . 

“Judging from what we read in the pa- 
pers, we might conclude that the chemical 
industry in the U. S. is in an infantile con- 
dition, and hardly worthy of serious con- 
sideration. ‘Those not acquainted with the 
subject are ready to admit without argu- 
ment that almost any European country is 
far and away ahead of us in volume and 
ability to produce economically. A glance 
at the 13th U. S. census will dispel at least 
some of these views, and is well worth 
taking. It includes under the heading 
‘Chemicals and Allied Products’ nine prin- 
cipal divisions, and gives the value of the 
output of each:

sons. The census does not state, however, 
what is probably the fact, that the U. S.

possibly more than all other countries 


possible manufacture of coal-tar dyes and 
other products, for which fuming sulfuric 
acid is often an absolute necessity. 

“The census furthermore shows that the 
return on capital invested in the chemical 
and allied industries is not so great as in 
other branches of manufacturing endeavor. 
This is due to the high initial cost of 
plant, frequent alterations and reconstruc- 
tions made necessary by the advance of 
knowledge, and I imagine by a somewhat 
senseless competition, which has seemed to 
affect chemical manufacturers for as long 
as I can remember. . . 

Owing to the enormous territory cov- 
ered, the conditions governing the industry 
are quite different from those existing in 
other countries. Like all industries, the 
greatest economies can be practiced in the 
largest units, but this fact of extensive 
territory which is served makes numerous 
small units necessary. The products usu- 
ally are bulky and low-priced, and railroad 
freights play an important part in the 
problem. This fact must be borne in mind 
constantly when comparing the industry in 
this country with that in any other.” 


HANDLING OPIUM IN TURKEY 





Elaborate System of Examination by 
Experts a Feature 





A work on opium has been published in 
French, entitled “La Culture du Pavot et 
le Commerce de L’Opium en Turquie,” by 
Dr. Richard Millant, who has specially in- 
vestigated conditions on the spot. There 
are three main chapters—Culture, Prepara- 
tion, and Commerce—and we should say 
that this is the first book published dealing 
with the two latter phases of the opium in- 
dustry in so authoritative a manner. 
The methods of selling opium in Con- 
stantinople, Smyrna, and Salonica are de- 
scribed in detail, together with the various 
conditions obtaining in each market. 
The examination of opium is a very elab- 
orate affair, and is chiefly in the hands of 
experts—e. g., those in Smyrna have been 
drawn for more than a century from the 
Gabai family. Great reliance is, of course, 
placed on these experts, who can tell almost 
at a glance whether a cake is of the stipu- 
lated quality. The expert has a fixed fee 
(at Smyrna it is one piastre per tcheki of 
opium, or, say, 2d per 1.66 lb.). He ex- 
amines the cases in the presence of the 
buyer and the seller. The correct examina- 
tion of opium and the test for morphine 
are the principal elements for success in the 
opium business. Formerly there were sev- 
eral German exporters of opium in Con- 
stantinople who shipped regularly to Ger- 
many, England, and America, but they 
were unable to carry out adequate analyses, 
and they came to grief. An instance oc- 
curred of one German firm selling opium 
guaranteed to contain 11%4 per cent, where- 
as it contained 12 per cent; on the con- 
trary, a British firm in one instance were 
successful in claiming almost £1,200 from a 
German firm in Constantinople, they having 
contracted for opium testing 1114 per cent, 
and receiving 10% per cent. 
Dr. Millant gives full particulars of the 
commerce in Turkey opium, describing the 
many qualities and their chief characteris- 
tics. The figures for the past twenty-five

LONDON WANTS LEECHES 





Great Britain Usually Uses about 
100,000 Every Year 





The London Star publishes the following 
interview with J. Watmore, of Potter & 
Clarke’s branch at Viaduct House, Far- 
ringdon Street, E. C.: 

The firm is practically the sole importer 
of the leech into the British Isles, and its 
chief sources of supply are France, Hun- 
gary, and occasionally Holland. 

“When the war broke out,’ said Mr. 
Watmore, “we tried to get a few English 
leeches, but they were so ridiculously small 
and so expensive that we took no more. 
We supply all the hospitals, dispensaries, 
and wholesale druggists in the United 
Kingdom, and I have now orders for 
15,000 to 30,000 leeches which I cannot 
supply. The war has absorbed all the male 
labor on the leech farms of France, and 
things there are at a standstill. An appli- 
cation to Holland brought the reply, ‘Owing 
to the war, unable to supply.’ ” 

Modern applications have been found to 
dispense with the use of the leech in a num- 
ber of ailments, but there are cases in 
which the application of the leech is still 
the best form of treatment. Great Britain 
uses about 100,000 leeches every year, and 
the retail price ranges from 3d to 6d each. 
Only recently, owing to the famine, a fa- 
mous London physician paid 5s 6d for 
three leeches. The little blood-suckers are 
bred on farms where there is a continuous 
flow of water through sieves, and when 
they cannot pass through the sieves they 
are of a size fit for the market. 





DENATURIZED POTASH SALTS 





German Syndicate Recommends 
Raising the Embargo 





Denaturized potash salts which can not 
be used in the manufacture of ammuni- 
tion and explosives, will be produced in 
Germany and shipped anywhere if the 
recommendations of the Potash Syndicate 
are agreed to by the Imperial Government. 
Huge stocks of potash salts have ac- 
cumulated in the Stassfurt producing re- 
gion and at all shipping and tranship- 
ping points in Germany. Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam and also Italian and Nor- 
wegian ports contain great quantities of 
the salts, it is reported. 

On January 29, last, however, the Im- 
perial Government once more placed @ 
strict embargo on the export or movement 
of potash salts, as its confidential service 
had advised that some of the stocks shipped 
to neutral countries was finding its way to 
England and there being used in the manu- 
facture of explosives. Since the embargo 
was announced some special permits have 
been issued for releases to the United 
States, but stocks have been held up and 
receipts cut down to such an extent that 
prices on potash and all its relatives in 
this market are way up. 

The potash syndicate recommends that 
the product be treated in such a way that 
it is still available as a fertilizer, but un- 
fitted for use in making explosives or other 
military supplies. It is believed the Kaiser 
will pass this plan as the potash syndicate 
stands in close touch with the highest au- 
thorities in the empire.

Ruling Concerning Failure To Regis- 
ter and Pay Special Tax 





From the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue comes the following self-explana- 
tory letter: 


(T. D. 2144)—Opium—Penalties. Laws re- 
lating to assessment of 50 per cent penal- 
ties, for failure to register and pay special 
tax, applicable to cases arising under the 
narcotic drug act of December 17, 1914. 
Washington, D. C. 
February 8, 1915. 

Sir:—This office acknowledges the receipt 
of your letter of the 3d instant, in which you 
ask whether a 50 per cent penalty will be 
incurred by those persons coming under the 
provisions of the opium act approved Decem- 
ber 17, 1914, who fail to register on or before 
March 1, 1915, and on or before July 1 of 
each succeeding year thereafter. 

In reply, you are advised that since all the 
laws relating to assessment and collection of 
other special taxes are made applicable to the 
taxes provided by this act (sec. 7) the same 
rule regarding the 50 per cent penalties will 
apply to the tax imposed by this act as in the 
case of other special taxes. However, any 
person who has not registered on or before 
March 1, 1915, on or before July 1 of each 
year thereafter, and who has in his possession 
or under his control any of the drugs men- 
tioned in this act, will be held to have in- 
curred the penalties imposed by section 9 
of the act, subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 3229, Revised Statutes,

From 25 to 50 per cent has been added to 
the wholesale price on eyeglasses and spec- 
tacles by American manufacturers and 
representatives of foreign makers in the 
New York district last week. This is the 
greatest advance ever made at one time, 
and is attributed, of course, to the war. 

More stringent labor laws in this state 
also are a factor, it is said. Makers of 
glasses and lenses have been forced to re- 
place many girl employes with men, to 
whom they must pay commensurately high- 
er wages.

TAMARIND MARKET FIRMER 





In kegs tamarinds are firmer this week 
at $2.75. In barrels quotations hover be- 
tween 4@4%c a pound. Although there 
are not large supplies of spot stocks in 
this market, the demand has been so light 
that no dire results have been felt as yet. 
Holders have sufficient confidence in the 
market reasserting itself, however, that they 
refuse to make undue concessions at this 
time.

PACIFIC BOTTOMS SCARCE 





An Advance of Twenty-five Per Cent 
in Freight Rates 





Freight rates in the Pacific ocean have 
been advanced 25% and all articles import- 
ed via that route are expected to show in- 
creases to cover the advanced cost of get- 
ting them on the market. 

The jump in charges for hauling goods 
across the Pacific is a mystery to persons 
who cannot understand why, now that the 
raiding German cruisers are cleared from 
the Pacific, owners of freighters should 
charge the highest rates in years. The an- 
swer is: shortage of bottoms. 

Scores of freighters formerly plying be- 
tween Pacific coast ports and the Philip- 
pines, Japan, and China, and the far east, 
have been diverted from that trade to the 
North Atlantic to reap the rich harvest 
here in carrying war supplies to England 
and France. 

These vessels can make a couple of trips 
from Canadian ports or New York to Eng- 
land or Havre, in the same time they are 
making the long run across the Pacific. 
And they can command almost as much 
for the short haul here as they did for the 
long one there. Even with the advance of 
25% on Pacific freight rates, the price is 
not double the Atlantic rate. 

Shipping experts assert that the stringen- 
cy will be felt even more keenly as time 
goes on because as England takes over 
more-ships for her transport and supply 
service across the channel, more boats will 
be taken out of the transatlantic trade and 
leave room for further invasions of freight- 
ers from the Pacific. And it is pointed 
out, they will not be slow to take advantage 
of the situation and come through the 
Panama Canal to “cut in” on the “easy 
money.”
